On the following day, the attorney 
asserted, friends of Senator Gore en- 
deavored to have the matter hushed 
up, and the woman to leave Wash- 
ington. 

C..B. Cruce, Brother et. Governor 
lee Cruce, of Oklahoma, as spokes- 
man for the défense, asserted that the 
senator met Mrs. Bond in the lobby 
of her hotel at her suggestion to dis- 
cuss the possibility of the appointment 
of her husband, and that at Mrs. 
Bond's initiative, they went to the 
room In question, so that they could 
converse without interruption; that 
during the conversation, Mrs. Bond 
seized the senator and that he freed 
himself and left the room. 

Several days later, according to Mr. 
Cruce, Mrs. Bond made complaint to 
the district attorney at Washington, 
but that official refused to take ac- 
tion.

Courtroom Crowded. 

Owing to the prominence of Mr. Gore 
and the political significance placed on 
the hearing by the senator, the court- 
room was crowded throughout the day. 
Great interest centers in the selection 
of the jury, because Senator Gore is a 
candidate for renomination at the pri- 
maries next August. 

The senator is represented by a corps 
of six of the leading lawyers of the 
state. A like number is representing 
Mrs. Bond. 

Mr. Gore was led into the courtroom 
by his wife and his brother and the 
three occupied chairs near W. A. Led- 
better, the senator’s chief counsel. 

In the selection of the jurors, counsel 
for Mrs. Bond placed special stress on 
questions relating to the patriotism 
of the talesmen, whether in finding a 
verdict against the senator they would 
consider it a disgrace to the state. 
Queries as to whether the obscurity of 
Mrs. Bond will influence them also are 
asked each talesman. 

Mr. Gore denies all the allegations 
and claims that the charges have been 
trumped up by his political enemies.

After having eluded the police for 
several weeks, R. L. Fincher, the ex- 
policeman and the express embezzle- 
ment suspect arrested on an incoming 
train some time ago, was captured be- 
neath the bright lights of upper White- 
hall street last night when he dared 
the watchful eye of the city to see his 
wife and child. 

Fincher, shortly after his arrest by 
Detectives Vickery and Hamby, was 
transferred to the jail at Ashburn, 
where arrangements were being made 
to prosecute him by express authori- 
ties, from whom heissaidto have em- 
bezzled large sums in the capacity of 
station agent in a number of small 
villages. A few weeks ago he is said 
to have sawed his way to liberty.

Fincher 
gave his address at police headquar- 
ters as Fort McPherson, where his 
wife and child are now said to be re- 
‘siding with relatives.

HIGH IN AEROPLANE, 
TOWERS DISCOVERS 
SUBMARINE MINES 


Pensacola, Fla, February 11.—Lieu- 
tenant Towers, a navy aviator, late 
yesterday afternoon demonstrated the 
fact that sudmarine mines planted in 
harbors are discoverable from aero- 
planes at an elevation of 1,500 feet. 
Five mines were planted at the en- 
trance of the harbor here. The avia- 
tor, in his daily experiments, reported 
the location of the mines upon his 
returning to earth. 

Later Lieutenant Bellinger, without 
knowledge of the report of his fellow 
officer or the fact that mines had 
been placed, ascended to a height of 
2,000 feet, at which elevation he not 
only discovered the mines the second 
time, but traced their chains to each 
individual anchor. 

Navy officers here attach great tm- 
portance to these developments in the 
use of the airships and claim that they 
indicate the importance of aviation 
and aviators in future wars. The 
discovery of these submarine mines is 
explained by aviators and their 
brother officers in the fact that at 
great heights the reflection upon the 
water tends to make it more trans- 
parent and of a highly magnifying 
tendency.

temporarily at least, was lost. 

Meanwhile word came from Juarez 
that the rebels, who had information 
through their secret agents that the 
attempt would be made, had captured 
some of the would-be federals and 
were bringing the prisoners back to 
headquarters. 

Villa Prepared Ambush. 

One of Vila’s aides said the general 
knew this afternoon that the attempt 
would be made and was averse to the 
knowledge reaching General Scott, as 
the rebels preferred to ambush _ the 
federals as they waded from the river. 

A detachment of troops also was sent 
west to the smelter where there ifs an 
easy ford of the river. 

Other detachments went to Washing- 
ton Park, Clint and Fabens, all on the 
Ysleta road. Horses are said to have 
been waiting for the recruits since 
Sunday, hidden on the Mexican side in 
the Ysleta district. Saddles packed in 
barrels are believed to have been sptrit- 
ed across yesterday from a spot on the 
American side between /Yslete and 
Socorro. 


BANDIT AND HIS MEN 
EXECUTED BY REBELS 


El Paso, Texas, February 11.—Max- 
imo Castillo and six of his followers 
were captured and executed Monday 
near Chocolate Pass about 45 miles 
northeast of Pearson, Chihuahua, ac- 
cording to telegrams received today 
by General Francisco Villa in Juarez. 

The messages were sent from Casas 
Grandes, he said, by rebel officers. A 
detachment of rebel cavalry under 
Major Juan Samaniego, surrounded 
Castillo’'s band near the Pass, it was 
reported, and captured séven of them, 
including Castillo. 


NO SALUTE IS GIVEN 
TO HUERTA GUNBOAT 


New Orleans, February 11.—When 
coming up the Mississippi river to this 
port today the Mexican gunboat Zara- 
gosa saluted with twenty-one guns as 
she passed Jackson barracks. The sa- 
lute was not answered by guns or by 
any other manner of recognition. As 
the vessel passed the United States im- 
migration station the Mexican band 
played Mexican airs, but the serenade 
passed unnoticed by government of- 
ficers there. 

At Jackson barracks it was said of- 
ficers had telegraphed to Washington 
for instructions as to what action if any 
they should take on the question of a 
warship of an unrecognized power 
being in this port. None was received 
up to the time the Zaragosa passed the 
barracks at 8 o’clock this morning. 

Immigration authorities had not ex- 
pected to inspect the Zaragosa on the 
ground that she was a foreign war- 
ship of a friendly power, but it was 
reported from quarantine that three 
aliens were aboard. Commissioner Red- 
fern gave instructions for an inspector 
to meet the Zaragosa when she docked 
and to ascertain if any attempt was 
being made to bring aliens into this 
country unlawfully. 

The three passengers aboard the Zar- 
agosa, according to the immigration 
authorities, were Aurelina Melgarejo, 
Mexican minister plenipotentiary to 
Colombia; Louls Roumagnac, a French 
banker, and Antonio Magui, an Italian 
merchant. They told the immigration 
officers they were permitted by the 
Mexican government to make the trip 
from Vera Cruza on board the war- 
ship to assist them in reaching their 
destinations. They will leave tonight 
for New York, the minister later sail- 
ing from that port for London, and the 
latter two for Paris.

The 
general feeling of the entire board is to 
hurry the investigation through and to 
either convict or exonerate as early as 
possible, thereby relieving the atmos- 
phere of scandal generated by the 
lawyer's startling accusations. 

Will Produce Prisoners. 

Crane stated Wednesday to the com- 
mittee, which is composed of Commis- 
sioners Vernoy, Johnson and Garner, 
that his evidence would be in the form 
of prisoners who have been held be- 
hind the bars of police headquarters, 
and of testimony from leading attor- 
neys of the city who have encountered 
the alleged conditions charged by 
Crane. He expected to finish this 
preparatory work Friday, it Is said. 

“I will draw up the charges myself,” 
Crane told the committee. “I will sub- 
poena persons who have been locked 
up in police headquarters for a period 
covering the last fifteen months. Also 
members of the Atlanta bar. I will 
prove my charges or make some At- 
lanta lawyers perjure themselves.”

Hearing in New Orleans. 


New Orleans, February 11.—The fed- 
eral reserve bank organization com- 
mittee composed of Secretary of the 
Treasury McAdoo and Secretary of Ag- 
riculture Houston today heard claims 
of bankers and commercial representa- 
tives of Louisville and New Orleans 
why their respective cities should have 
a federal reserve bank. A large dele- 
gation of Memphis bankers heard the 
arguments and tomorrow will present 
their claims for a bank at Memphis, 
after which the committee will go to 
Atlanta for a hearing. 

The New Orleans men presented their 
argument first and Sol Wexeler, presi- 
dent of the Whitney Central National 
bank, who made the principal argu- 
ment, maintained that a regional bank 
should be located here and should in- 
clude the business of territory ein- 
braced in Texas, Louisiana, Mississippi, 
Alabama, Georgia, Florida: and a part 
of Tennessee. New Orleans, however, 
was willing to eliminate that part of 
Texas lying west of Austin or the 
state of Georgia. 

The Louisville principal argument 
was advanced by John W. Barr, Jr., 
in which he submitted statistics to 
show that a bank should be established 
in Louisville and include all the ter- 
ritory claimed by New Orleans except- 
ing Texas, Louisiana, a part of Missis- 
sippi, a part of Tennessee and include 
the southern-portion of Indiana. To- 
morrow Memphis will claim a bank 
located there, taking in Tennessee, 
Georgia, Alabama, Mississippi, the 
eastern half of Texas and Oklahoma, 
Arkansas and strips of the southern 
parts of Missouri and Kentucy. 

Secretary McAdov indicated in his 
comment and questioning of witnesses 
that taking the United States asa whole 
and aiming at a strong federal reserve 
system the matter of where banks 
would be located was secondary to de- 
fining each regional district. Practi- 
eally every witness was asked whether 
he preferred eight or twelve regional 
banks and sentiment seemed to be 
about equally divided.

LABOR WITNESSES SHY 
OF THE GUN BUSINESS 


They Seemed to Fear Their 
Statements Before the Con- 
gress Probers Might Be 
Used Against Them. 


Denver, Colo., February 11.—‘“I told 
Sheriff Grisham, of Las Animas coun- 
ty, that we didn’t want any of his kind 
of protection; that we’d make up our 
minds to protect ourselves. And we 
did it.” 

This was the statement of John R. 
Lawson, leader of the Colorado miners 
in their strike, on cross-examination 
late today before the house investiga- 
tion committee. He was describing 
stormy events in the southern coal 
camps before the arrival of state 
troops. The labor leader had told of 
instances in which he claimed he had 
asked the sheriff for protection for the 
strikers’ tent colonies, but in vain. 
Finally, he said, after one of the bat- 
tles between mine guards and strikers, 
protection was offered, but scornfully 
rejected. 

Lawson told of ordering tents from 
West Virginia and of buying bedding, 
clothing and fuel.

“Did you buy any guns?” asked 
Judge Jesse G. Northcutt, of counsel 
for the operators. 

Some guns were 
bought later to protect lives and prop- 
erty.” 
Then the labor leader appealed to 
the committee.

ARBITRATION TREATIES 
AVORABLY REPORTED 


Eight Pacts to Be Taken Up 
by the Senate on Feb- 
ruary 19. 


Washington, February’ 11.—General 
anbitration treaties with Great Britain, 
Japan, Italy, Spain, Norway, Sweden, 
Portugal and Switzerland, which have 
expired and are awaiting ratification 
for extension, are to be taken up for 
consideration by the senate February 
19. This course was determined upon 
today by the foreign relations commit- 
tee, which favorably reported the 
treaties recently after a conference 
with President ‘Tilson in the nation’s 
foreign policy.

Sixty pages are used in telling how 
the net income to be taxed is ascer- 
tained by the taxpayer, when and 
where tax must be paid, what penal- 
ties will be imposed for non-payment, 
what exemptions and deductions will 
be allowed. Many pages are devoted 
to an explanation of that part of the 
law imposing a 1 per cent tax on the 
income ‘of ail corporations, which re- 
places the old corporation tax. 
Although officials are confident that 
this booklet will prove a guide to tax- 
Payers which will settle many appar- 
ently difficult problems, there will be 
other regulations in the future when 
new points are raised. The book does 
not contain a new set of regulations, 
but is a compilation in compact form 
of the ones already issued, with expla- 
tions of points never before discussed. 


As to Partnerships. 


Under the law, partnerships are not 
Subject to the tax, but the regulations 
provide that annual profits from a part- 
nership paid to members shall be in- 
cluded in their returns, and where such 
Profits are undistributed and unpaid 
they must be ascertained and included 
in the individuals return for taxation 
just the same, 

It is made clear for the first time that 
persons who have a net income of less 
than $20,000, all derived from invest- 
ments upon which the tax has been 
withheld at’ the source, shall not be 
required to make any return. . Execu- 
tors and administrators of estates of 
persons are required to pay the tax 
on the net income for the part of the 
year in which the deceased was alive. 

Where persons taxable refuse to 
make the proper list or return or 
makes false return, the regulations pro- 
vide that the proper collector of inter- 
nal revenue shall, after due notice 
make the return for such person an 
the tax shall be assessed on this re- 
turn, with a 50 or 100 per cent pen- 
alty added. Returns must be verified 
by oaths or affirmation. 
be sent by collectors to the commis- 
Sioner of internal revenue in Wash- 
ington by registered mail. Taxes un- 
paid after June 30 shall bring a penalty 
of 5 per cent, after ten days’ notice 
and demand by the proper oollector, 
and interest at the rate of 1 per cent 
a month from the date due. Returns 
Shall be made to collectors before 
March 1, every year. 


The Corporation Feature. 


In dealing with the corporation fea- 
ture, it is explained that all returns 
Shall be publie records subject to in- 
spection on order of the president of 
the United States, under rules pre- 
scribed by the secretary of the treas- 
ury. Copies of returns cannot be sent 
to any person except the corporations 
or its attorney, but on request of a 
governor, officers of a state which im- 
poses a@ general income tax, may have 
access to returns by corporations do- 
ing business in that state. United 
States district attorneys may, under 
certain restrictions, have access to the 
returns. Disclosure by any collector 
or other employee of the United States 
of any information whatever set forth 
in any return of annual net income, is 
made a misdemeanor, punishable by 
a fine of $1,000 and one year’s impris- 
onment, and if the person found guilty 
is a United States employee he will 
be dismissed and thereafter be_in- 
capable of ever holding office under 
the government.

GRIFIN IS SURVEYED 
FOR 2 TROLLEY LINES 


Not Improbable That Cars 
Will Be Running by 
Time of Fair. 


Griffin, Ga., February 11.—(Special.) 
Surveys have just been made for the 
construction of two street railway lines 
in Griffin. Capitalists of the east have 
become interested in the matter, and 
declare that street railways in this city 
would pay a good dividend from the 
start. Believing this they have auth- 
orized the surveys and making of maps 


and plans for routing the lines. 

The proposed lines will connect with 
Griffin the town of Hxperiment, a su- 
burb 2 miles west of the city, which 
has a large population. The line run- 
ning in that direction will also pass 
the Kincaid, Rushton, Georgia and Grif- 
fin cotton mills, connecting them with 
the passenger station and the business 
section of the town. The second line 
surveyed is to run westward from the 
heart of the business section, connect- 
ing the city hall, the courthouse, all the 
western portion of the city, as well as 
touching the communities of the Spald- 
ing, Cherokee and Georgia cotton mills 
No. 2. : 

The Griffin Board of Trade, at the 
suggestion of eastern capitalists have 
had all maps made, routes surveyed, 
measurements taken, estimates of ex- 
pense of construction made, cost of op- 
eration and all other expenses calcu- 
lated. The work towards the actual 
consummation of the street lines is pro- 
gressing as rapidly as possible, and it 
is not improbable that the cars will 
be in actual operation by the time the 
county fair opens this fall.

BILLS OF INDICTMENTS 
DRAWN AGAINST CLUBS 


If Found Guilty, Clubs Will Be 
Fined, and Not the 
Managers. 


As forecasted in The Constitution, 
bills of indictment against every club 
within the limits of Fulton county have 
been drawn up and will be consid- 
ered Friday by the grand jury at its 


regular session. 
The clubs named in the Dills, which, 


of course, have not as yet become le- 


gal indictments are: 

Capital City club, Piedmont Driving 
club, University. Atlanta Athletic, At- 
lanta, Terrace, Theatrical) and Mechan- 
jeal, Transportation, Merchants and 
Manufacturers’, Metropolitan, Owls’, 
Eagles, Elks’, Moose, Beavers’, Stand- 
ard and Central. 

The bills to be considered are the 
outcome of what is rumored to have 
been a request on the part of the club 
managers themselves looking toward a 
probing of the question of whether or 
not the clubs are violating the law. 

The question which wil be most 
thoroughly gone over by the grand 
jury on.Friday is whether or not the 
club managers are violating the law 
in selling drinks by the coupon method 
—in vogue at several of the better 
clubs in the city. 

The indictments, if any are finally 
signed, will be directed against the 
clubs as corporations instead of the 
managers or directors. In case any of 
the clubs are found guilty of prohibi- 
tian law violation they will be fined 
This eliminates the 
chance of chaingang sentences or 
heavy fines being imposed on the club 
managers or directors. 

Solicitor General Dorsey repeatedly 
refused to discuss the bills already 
drawn against the’ various clubs when 
questioned on Wednesday. He declared 
that the grand jury would take up the 
matter at the proper time.

Price Not Too Big for Ex- 


tended Market, Says Prof.: 


Emery — White Tells of 
Millionaire’s Order. 


Washington, February 11.—That the 
price—the little “pikers being stung” 
by operations on the stock exchange— 
though a big one, is not too big to 
pay for the benefit of an extended 
market, which would be narrowed by 
the operation of the proposed law 
for the regulation of stock exchanges, 
was the position taken today by Hen- 
rv C. Emery, professor of economics 
at Yale, before the senate commit- 
tee on banking and currency. Profes- 
sor Emery insisted that the benefits 
of a stock exchange would be ruined 
by government regulation. 

E. P. Page, of New York, a mem- 
ber of the Hughes commission, also 
opposed government regulation, 
though he, as well as Professor /m- 
ery, admitted some of the evils con- 


gress is seeking to remedy. The real 
need for regulation by congress, he 
said, Was the issuing of securities, and 
public opinion was sufficient to keep 
the stock exchange straight 

He said the New York stock ex- 
change had adopted twelve out of six- 
teen recommendations made to it by 
the Hughes commission, while the New 
York legislature had not adopted a 
single one. — 


Protecting Poor Young Men. 

Young men of no means. were pro- 
tected from losing money on the stock 
exchange, Mr. Page said, because those 
employed in financial institutions 
would lose their positions if their 
employers learned they were specu- 
lating, and because brokers would not 
fill orders for such men. 

Senator Nelson suggested that a 20 
per cent margin provision would pro- 
tect young men by acting as a deter- 
rent, and when Mr. Page took issue 
with him, he replied: 

“Then you rich men think you ought 
to be permitted to handle gunpowder, 
but the poor devils, who like the gamé 
as well as you do, mustn’t touch it.” 

Judge Milburn, counsel for the New 
York stock exchange, said the pro- 
posed law would be unconstitutional, 
because it sought to regulate by sub- 
terfuge something that could not oth- 
erwise be regulated. He objected to 
the incorporation requirement, saying 
if the stock exchange were incorpo- 
rated instead of being merely an as- 
sociation, it could not so rigidly con- 
trol the actions of members. 
Exchange Has Reformed, White Says. 

liorace White, chairman of the 
Hughes stock exchange commission of 
1909, testified that the New York stock 
exchange had met the reforms sug- 
gested by tne commission in a proper 
manner. 

He declared present laws were suf- 
ficient to regulate conduct of exchanges 
and that, in his opinion, there had been

One Albany Saloonist Wins 
Fight—Other Cases Still 
Unsettled. 


Albany, Ga, February 11.—(Special.) 
From shortly after noon till nightfall 
today Judge E. E. Cox, in Dougherty 
superior court, heard the petition of 
citizens of Albany to make permanent 
the injunction granted last Friday to 
prevent thirteen Albany near beer sa- 
loons from engaging in business, it be- 
ing alleged that all were blind tigers, 
thé drinks sold over their counters be- 
28 “intoxicants” in the eyes of the 
aw. 

Pending today’s hearing all near 
beer places in the city, including those 
not temporarily enjoined, have remain- 
ed closed, so far as the sale of beer is 
concerned. 


The fight today came on the case of 
one near beer dealer, Lotiis Nahoom. 
Dozens of witnesses were examined as 
to the effect on them- of beer sold by 
Nahoom. There was sharp conflict in 
the testimony. 

A number of affidavits were submit- 
ted, as were samples of the goods sold 
by Nahoom. At the close of the hear- 
ing the injynction against Nahoom 
was dissolved, but all the others re- 
main in force till Saturday, when 
Judge Cox will give the petitioners 
Opportunity to prove, on the testimony 
of reputable chemists, that the beers 
exhibited and alleged to be intoxicat- 
ing, really contains a sufficient per- 
centage of alcohol to place them under 
the band of prohibition statute. 

The superior courtroom was packed 
throughout the hearing and the keen- 
est interest was manifested in the pro- 
ceedings. 

The saloon men are still “up in the 
air,”” for they will not know their 
status till Saturday. 

Judge Cox indicated today that he 
would make the restraining orders 
permanent if it should appear, as the 
result of chemical analysis, that the 
beer being sold by defendants contain- 
ed a sufficient percentage of alcohol 
to violate the law.

OUR PERPETUAL CONGRESS. 

One who examines the federal constitu- 
tion with its amendments, or tries to keep 
trace of the purposes of the fathers, will 
find himself increasingly baffled by the 
strange and unwieldy creature into which 
the national congress has grown. After only 
a constructive recess, congress met on 
March 4, 1913. “And by the time the next 
March 4 shall roll around it will be still 
in session, with small prospects of imme 
diate adjournment. When it is remembered 
that a similar obstinacy of tenure have 
marked congresses ever since.the middle of 
the administration of Roosevelt, the ques- 
tion is pertinent: “Have we a perpetual 
congress on our hands?” 

The matter assumes very much that com- 
plexion. First, we had a special session by 
Taft to revise the tariff, ostensibly down- 
ward. Since then there have been few in- 
termissions in the sessions of the national 
legislature. It is true that the blunders of 
Taft and the fortunes of politics contributed 
largely to this end. But still we are faced 
by the fact that for several years we have 
violated the spirit of the framers of the 
constitution by tolerating congress con- 
stantly in session, instead of arranging 4 
short session, constitutionally limited, one 
year and a long one the next. 

It may be claimed that the national busi- 
ness has evolved into such proportions that 
we must have congress constantly available 
for purposes of consultation and the passage 
of needed laws. But there have been other 
periods of growth and of strenuous develop- 
ment.as notable, almost, as this one. And, 
above all, the fact remains that, need con- 
gress as. badly fs we may on permanent 
issues of legislation, the clumsy methods 
under which it does business makes one or 
the other of its branches idle a large part 
of the time of its sessions. 

Irrespective of which party is in power, 
it is becoming increasingly evident that 
these protracted sessions of congress work 
no good to the business of the nation. In- 
deed, the uncertainty to which they give 
rise and the political agitation they invite, 
may easily grow into positive causes of 
evil. It begins to seem that congress needs 
a strong curb. Whether through a constitu- 
tional amendment, or through a radical re- 
vision of its method of doing business, may 
become a legitimate subject for non-partisan 
debate. 


WITTE’S FRANKENSTEIN. 


History has shown few more infamous 
or appalling spectacles than the great em- 
pire of Russia in its present role of actually 
creating inebriates. Serge Witte, former 
premier, gave point to the intolerable situa- 
tion when, recently, he implored the council 
of empire to modify the nationally-conduct- 
ed monopoly of intoxicants. There was an 
element of the tragic in Witte’s prayer. It 


was Witte who, as minister of finance, sug-. 


gested that Russia take over a monopoly 
on vodka and the beverages generally con- 
sumed by the Russian masses. Now his 
own creation has risen, like Frankenstein, 
to pursue himself and his nation. For 
drunkenness is on the increase throughout 
Russia. And if we are to believe those 
who are fighting the government monopoly, 
the government itself, having discovered an 
unfailing and phenomenal source of reve- 
nue, does not scruple to encourage con- 
sumption by every device. 

Those whd know Sergius Witte person- 
ally believe his original advocacy of a gov- 
ernmental monopoly in liquor was con: 
ceived in honesty and a desire to promote 
temperance. Witte himself now claims that 
such were his motives. He had planned, he 
says, to place liquor under government con- 
trol that consumption might be gradually 
decreased. And it was his intention that 


the profits from the traffic be applied to the’ 


sadly-neglected public function of education. 

He now charges that his successors have 
grossly perverted his purposes. Not only is 
the consumption of liquor on the increase, 
but educational uses are receiving a mere 
stipend, while the giant’s share of the vodka 
fund goes to ambitious militaristic projects. 

The surprising part is that Witte, a man 
of level, common sense vision and of un- 
doubted knowledge of Russian officialdom, 
should not have foreseen just this evolution 
when he launched his scheme. That to one 
side, conditions throughout the empire are 
reported as pitiable. In the meantime, the 
issue has been projected into politics and is 
the cause of intense strife from one end of 
the country to the other. 

The dramatic exhibition is a sledge-ham- 
mer warning against the suicidal folly of 
any government's forming a formal or even 
a silent partnership with vice of any de- 
scription. The “back-firing” of Witte’s well- 
meant but fallacious intentions is likely to 
leave a blasting trail over the children of 
Russia for several generations.

Dainty Sandwiches. 


No one ever wants to make or serve a 
sandwich that is not dainty, but too often 
the bread breaks because it is too fresh or 
the slices are filled too 
full of the mixture and 
the result is far from 
what was intended. 

Bread for sandwiches 
should be at least twen- 
ty-four hours old; but- 
ter each slice lightly 
before cutting it from 
the loaf. Now trim off 
two sides of the crust. 
These trimmings may 
be browned in the oven 
and kept for breading 
or used other ways 80 
this is not wasted. In 
making lettuce sand- 
wiches roll the leaves 
up and cut them across 
with scissors. A whole 
lettuce leaf is difficult 
to handle and spoils the 
appearance of the sand- 


wich. 

When chicken is used 
you can add one-third veal without anyone 
being the wiser so far as to the taste. To 
do this cook the veal with the chicken and 
let it cool in the chicken broth. Chop both 
together and season with celery salt and 
white pepper. 

A new mixture that is very pungent is 
to chop crisp fried bacon into bits and cover 
a sandwich slice with it and on this place a 
fine, boned sardine split open and spread out 
flat. Spread with mayonnaise ag with mus- 
tard. Cover with a thin upper slice. 

Dutch sandwiches are made from Bohem- 
ian or rye bread. Ch@gpped, chipped beef, 
cheese, bologna sausagé and finally chopped 
pickle are all used. Salami is a finely sea- 
soned sausage, that may be bought from any 
German butcher, that is delicious with rye 
bread. 

A healthy filling that will please every- 
one and that no one will be able to identify 
is made by frying sausage and dried salted 
beef together until well done. Drain and 
put through the chopper and mix with may- 
onnaise dressing. 

A fashionable filling is made with caviar. 
No one ever is fond of this Russian delicacy, 
but sandwiches made from it are often pass- 
ed. Put a small sized box of the caviar into 
a shallow bowl and beat into it alternately 
a little lemon juice and olive oil until you 
have a thick white paste. Press a hard 
boiled egg through a sieve and sprinkle this 
over the caviar after it is spread on the 
bread. 

If ham is minced with a chopper and then 
mixed with a very little sweet cream or 
warm butter it spreads evenly and is better 
flavored than when cut in slices and laid 
in the bread. 

Ice cream sandwiches are made with any 
flavored cream and macaroons or sponge 
cakes. Sweet sandwiches are filled with 
figs, nuts and dates chopped together and 
mixed with sugar and spread on white bread 
wafers. Quince and crab apple jelly 
make a fine mixture for these dainties. 

Punches, ices and ginger ale or some sim- 
ilar beverage is served with sweet sand- 
wiches, tea with white bread ones and coffee 
with rye, Boston brown and whole wheat 
slices.

TRIAL OF 
JOHN C. COLT. 


In September of 1841 the entire country 
was stirred by the coldblooded killing of 
Samuel Adams, a highly respected printer 
of New York city. No such deep wide- 
spread excitement had for many years at- 
tended any other of the numerous murders 
committed for pecuniary motives. The deed 
was done by John C. Colt, the author of the 
System of bookkeeping and penmanship 
bearing his name, and brother of the well- 
known inventor of the revolver. 

The reason for this murder was as un- 
called for and upon as small a provocation 
as was the murder of Dr. Parkman, the 
millionaire of Boston, by Professor Webster, 
Of Harvard university. Colt had, for some 
time, owed Adams a bill for printing which 
he was unprepared to pay. The final call 
made by Adams at Colt’s room on Broadway 
for agsettlement of the account resulted in 
a tragedy rarely equaled in the annals of 
crime. 

For some Gays the mysverious absence of 
Mr. Adams was the subject of universal 
comment in the newspaper press. The dis- 
covery of the murder was made through the 
instrumentality of Mr. Wheeler, who occu- 
pled a room adjoining that of Mr. Colt. 
About 4 oclock on the day of Mr. Adams’ 
disappearance Mr. Wheeler thought he heard 
an unusual noise in Colt’s room, and was in- 
duced to go to the door and rap. 

Not receiving any answer, Wheeler look 
ed through the keyhole and saw two hats 
upon a table and Colt kneeling upon the 
floor, as if scrubbing it. After waiting a 
little while Mr. Wheeler peeped into the key- 
hole again and saw Colt still engaged in 
the Same operation. This excited his sus- 
picion and he caused a person to watch at 
the door all night. In the morning Colt 
was seen to take a box about four feet long 
and two high, downstairs. The box was di- 
rected to somebody in St. Louis, via New 
Orleans. Mr. Wheeler gave information of 
these facts to the mayor, who immediately 
instituted search for the box. It was found 
after some difficulty on board of the ship 
Kalamazoo, and in it the body of Mr. Adams, 
Wrapped up in sailcloth and sprinkled with 
Salt and chloride of lime. 

Colt was at once arrested, and an indict- 
ment of willful and deliberate murder found 
against him. His trial resulted in his con- 
viction, and notwithstanding the efforts of 
numerous and powerful friends, and the lav- 
ish use of money in his behalf, the fatal day 
arrived when he was to pay the extreme pen- 
alty of the law for his crime. At the trial 
he continued to proclaim his innocence and 
he spoke harshly of the press, which he ac- 
cused of being in a scheme to hound him to 
his death. 

There were many picturesque things 
connection with the trial and the death of 
Colt. At 11 o’clock on the day he was to 
be executed, Rev. Dr. Anthon visited his cell 
in company with Colt’gs brother, for the 
purpose of marrying the murderer to his mis- 
tress, Caroline Henshaw. The ceremony was 
performed, Colt manifesting a deep interest 
in their child. He also handed a package 
containing five hundred dollars for its bene- 
fit to Dr. Anthon, who proffered to become 
sponsor for it. 

Following the ceremony, 
former friends, John Howard Payne and 
Lewis Gaylord Clarke, visited him. After a 
call from the sheriff and a visit and prayer 
from Dr. Anthon, Colt asked to be alone until 
the last moment. This Was about 2 o'clock. 
His cell was clesed and he was left alone 
until about twenty minutes of three. when 
some friends of the sheriff, apprehending 
that an attempt at suicide might be made, 
desired Deputy Sheriff Hillyer to go to Colt’s 
cell door and request to wish him goodby. 
Colt at the time was pacing to and fro in 
his cell. 

From this time on he was not interrupted 
until five minutes to fovr; at which time 
Sheriffs Hart and VYestervelt, dressed in uni- 
form, proceeded to his cell. On the keeper 
opening the door and going within, there lay 
Colt on his back, stretched out full length 
on the bed, quite dead. A claspknife, like a 
small dirk knife, with a broken handle, was 
sticking in his heart. He had stabbed him- 
self above the fifth rib on the left side. His 
temples were yet warm. His vest was open 
and blood had frowed freely. His body lay 
as straight on the bed as if laid out for a 
funeral by others. 

Most strange to say, just at this moment 
the large cupola of the prison was discover- 
ed to be on fire, and burned furiously. The 
scene and circumstances were tragical to a 
degree altogether indescribable.

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UPLAND RICE CULTURE IN GEORGIA— 
AN AGRICULTURAL ROMANCE 


On the mountain slopes of northeast 
Georgia the traveler of today finds many old, 
ante-bellum mansions. Situated in what 
were once beautiful groves, overlooking 
pleasant valleys, they represent a remnant 
of a past era. Most of them have fallen into 
decay and are but ghosts of the one-time 
haunts of a grand aristocracy. 

Many of those homes were established 
by wealthy slave owners from the lowlands 
of South Carolina. They maintained these 
mountain places for summer residences and 
the establishments were supported outside 
of their productions, from the earnings of 
the rich lands along the Carolina coast, 
where the best rice known to commerce has 
been produced for more than two centurtes. 

Negroes From Rice Plantations Gone 

: To these places there were carried the 
pick of the slaves from the rice plantations 
to till the crops on the mountain farms, act 
as servants during the summers and caré- 
takers in winter. A great many of the ne- 
groes now living itn the northeast Georgia 
counties are descendants of those old slaves. 
A few of the original slaves survive and 
their speech still differentiates them from 
other negroes. The lingo of the South Caro- 
lina sea island negro has studied by 
many persons and written of often. It com- 
prises a mixture of French, Enelish and 
African .dialect and can understood only 
by persons who know it long experl- 
ence. The peculiar brogue still proclaims 
the Charleston negro no matter how well 
educated he may he and rewardliess of his 
association with people who good or 
fair English. 

Many negroes in the 
counties are understood with difficulty by 
Strangers because of a lingering smattering 
of Carolina patois in their speech. 

Rice Culture Begins. 
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on the hillsides around 
Though its culture did 
Clally profitable it was 
and enough for home 
some excess for sale to 
produced.

that cannot be irrigated. Virtually all the 
commercial rice grown is developed on flat 
land where it can grow under water. Though 
this country produces the best grade of head 
rice known to the commercial world, we 
raise only a small per centage of what we 
consume. The remainder is imported from 
Europe and the tropics. As everyone knows 
it is one of the most valuable of cereals 
Though in this country it is treated as a 
side or incidental dish, in many lands, as in 
Japan and China, it comprises virtually the 
entire menu of every meal consumed by a 
large portion of the people. It is perhaps 
the most nutritive of cereals. 

If what is reported concerning the pro- 
duction of upland rice in the mountains is 
true, there is no good reason why any farmer 
in Georgia should not be able to grow 
enough of this product for His own table. 

Production Has Decreased. 

According to the state department 
agriculture, the average vield in the 
tain counties twenty years ago was 
pounds, or about 100 bushels, to the acre. 
The maximum yield is estimated at 4,300 
pounds. This Was attained, according to the 
department, in Hall and White counties. 

Even if one-half the maximum could be 
established as an average its culture would 
be quite attractive even in the commercial 
sense. 

in 1890 Georgia ranked third in rice pro- 
duction. There were reported for that year 
18,126 acres which produced 14,556,432 
pounds. The annual yield fell 7,500,000 
pounds in 1900. 

In 1910, only 6,445 acres, which produced 
only 148,698 bushels were reported. The 
value of the crop was only $145,813.

Appling, Ben Hill, Berrien, Brooks, 
Bulloch, Calhoun, Camden, Charlton, Chat- 
ham, Clinch, Coffee, Colquitt, Decatur, 
Dougherty, Early, Echols, Effingham, Eman- 
uel, Glynn, Grady, Habersham, Hall, Irwin, 
Jeff Davis, Lee, Liberty, Lowndes, Melntosh.

All‘’was not 
reported because it was produced chiefly in 
small quantities in garden patches. 

People who have consumed upland rice 
say that it is more toothsome than that 
grown in the lowlands. Though of smaller 
and darker grain, it has a nutty flavor not 
conveyed by the better looking head rice. 

The mountain culture has never develop- 
ed beyond the crude processes known a thou- 
sand years ago. It has to be cultivated 
and thereby is planted in drills. But it is 
harvested with Knives, threshed by hand and 
cleaned with wooden mortars and pestles of 
the kind probably used by Abraham and 
Isaac. 

Dr. L. G. Hardman, who owns fine farming 
lands in the Nacoochee valley, 1 am told, has 
found the industry profitable and has estab- 
lished a mill for cleaning rice and has 
introduced the industry:to modern machinery 
and methods with encouraging success. 
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he will readily bet all he has that the flea 
ig there.

Figuratively speaking, Atlanta has 
a population of over 270,000 to draw 
from, that is to say, .that the num- 
ber of non-residents who come to At- 
lanta for treatment is greater in num- 
ber than any other city in the south, 
while as a matter of fact Atlanta’s 
population, according to the last cen- 
sus, was 180,000, the only correct ba- 
sis upon which the city’s death rate 
can be honestly figured. 

“Atlanta’s death rate for 1913 did 
not run per cent above 1912,” Dr 
Kennedy said. “In the last year there 
were 2,895. deaths in Atlanta, and 
a great many of them were per- 
sons who non-residents. It 
must be into . consideration 
that from a large 
territory. hospitals get  pa- 
tients om Alabama, Mississippi, 
North and South Carolina and the en- 
tire of north Georgia. 

“Tt must also be taken into consid- 
eration that Atlanta has a at many 
more schools with non-resident stu- 
dents, and like many of the other 
cities of the south, it has a large ne- 
gro population.” 

Although the city health authorities 
do not claim to have a lower death 
rate than Birmingham, the federal au- 
thorities put Atlanta ahead of the 
Alabama metropolis, giving Birming- 
ham a rate of 20.4 and Atlanta 19.3.

Washington, February 11—A very 
satisfactory condition of the pwblic 
health in 1918 is indicated by the ar 
eral death rate of 138.8 per 1,000 of 
estimated population in the registra- 
tion states and cities, statistics for 
which the census bureau announced 
today.

Mme. Melba may be said to have 
achieved last night the impossible in 
Atlanta; that is, the drawing of a con- 
cert audience. But as is always the 
case, once attracted, Atlanta people are 
appreciative, and the diva, accustomed 
as she is to ovations, must have been 
satisfied with her reception.

~ National League Protects 
aE vers’ Contract With Cubs; 


Doves Claim Him in Trade 


New York, February 11.—The base- | 
ball status of Johnny Evers, succes- 
sor to Frank Chance, as manager of 
the Chicago National League elub, is 
one of the mysteries of organized 
baseball tonight. Evers is inclined to 
believe he is a free agent; Charlile W. 
Murphy, of the Cubs, declares he is 
the property of the Boston Nationals, 
and the National league is on record 
as acting in the capacity of guardian 
to the peppery second baseman. 

This complicated situation developed 
as the result of Murphy’s action in 
hiring Henry .’Day as manager of the 
Cubs before he legally released Evers | 
from the same position. , 

At a special meeting of the board, 
of directors and the National league, 
as a whole, that body of magnates 
decided that Evers had not resigned, 
as contended by Murphy, and that his 
five-year contract as manager and 
player was valid and binding. The 
league further agreed to take over all 
rights and responsibilities under the 
contract, thus helping Murphy out of 
an embarrassing position. 

Doves Made Trade. 

The Boston club immediately. entered 
into a contract wtih Murphy to trade 
Infielder W. J. Sweeney and Pitcher 
“Hub” Purdue for Evers, but the lat- 
ter declared he would not be a party 
to the contract. He insisted that un- 
less arrangements acceptable to him 
were made he would sign with the 
Federals, who, he said, had made him 
a liberal proposition for three years of 
play, including a cash bonus to be 
delivered on the signing of a contract. 

Evers declared he had no grievance 
against the Boston club or the Nation- 
al league, as a whole, and, in fact, 
told President James E. Gaffney, of 
the Bostons, that he would rather play 
with that team than the Federals. His 
refusal to be a party to the deal, he 
declared, was because Murphy, against 
whom he is extremely bitter, would 
get two valuable players, thus profit- 
ing by the move, something that Evers 
is determined he shall not do. 

The Boston club expressed its wil- 
lingness to assume the provisions of 
Evers’ two contracts, which call for 
a total payment of $10,000 a year, with 
four years yet to run. As player he 
received $6,000 from the Chicago club 
and $4,000 additional as manager. 

Tinker After Evers. 

To further complicate matters, Jo- 
geeph Tinker, manager of the Chicage 
Federals and former teammate of 
Evers, is speeding to this city to try 
to induce Evers to sign with the Fed- 
erdls. Baseball lawyers! contend that 
Evers is not a free agent, whereupon 
the Federal magnates say they stand 
willing to pay big money for Evers’ 
signature to a contract and supply 
much more cash if needed to fight the 
case through all the courts of the 
country. 

In . addition, the officers of the 
Brooklyn club say Murphy tried to ob- 
tain an offer from that club, after‘ he 
had agreed to turn Evers over to Bos- 
ton with the sanction of the league 
as a whole. 

Evers said he had received neither 
verbal nor written announcement 
from Murphy that he no longer was 
manager of the Cubs, and Murphy ad- 
mitted at the meeting that he had 
overlooked the necessary formality of 
giving Evers his ten-day notice of 
release before signing O'Day as his 
new, or second manager. 

After the meeting of magnates had 
adjourned, Byers was surrounded by 
leading club owners who congratulat- 
ed him upon the fact that he had 
been upheld and guaranteed his sal- 


nae Manager Stallings, of the Boston 
ciud, 
Evers Is Firm. 

Evers remained firm, and _ stated 
just before leaving the hotel that he 
would not agree to anything until he 
had consulted the best legal authori- 
ties. His parting shot was that the 
magnates had agreed not to force him 
into any deal -or position which was 
disagreeable to him, and that the idea 
of Murphy benefiting in any way was 
enough to make him jump to the 


Federals. 

In the midst of this hubbub the 
American league held its schedule 
meeting a few blocks away. The 1914 
schedule was adopted and it was 
agreed that while the request of the 
class AA clubs for the elimination of 
the draft could not be granted, the 
players purchased this year from these 


‘clubs shall be permitted to finish the 


entire season with their present clubs. 
The Federal league was discussed 
and a difinite plan of action evolved 
against inroads on the American 
league. No explanation was made re- 
garding this plan, which will be laid 
before the national commission by 
President Ban Johneon tomorrow. 


Player Agreement. 

At this meeting some concerted cam- 
paign is expected to be evolved as well 
as other matters of importance, in- 
cluding the signing of the final agree- 
ment with the Baseball Players’ fra- 
ternity, which will be represented by 
President David L. Fultz, who today 
denied that either the fraternity or he, 
as its representative, was taking sides 
or lending influence to either organ- 
ized baseball or the Federal league in 
the struggle now in progress. 

The discussion of the Evers case by 
the National league occupied the 
greater part of a protracted session, 
but many other important matters 
were passed on. The committee of 
three appointed for interleague busi- 
ness was discharged and in future 
matters calling for action between 
leagues « will be entrusted to the 
national commission. This includes 
any action in dealing with the Federal 
league or any other organization out- 
side of organized basevail. 

It was agreed that in future there 
should be no joint occupancy of major 
league grounds by major league clubs 
except in cases of extreme emergency, 
and then only with the approval of 
the clubs interested, as wé6ll as the 
majority of the clubs of beth the 
National and American leagues. This 
will not interfere with the New York 
National and American teams playing 
out their 1914 schedule at the Polo 
grounds, as their contract runs to the 
close of this year’s playing season. 

The secretary was instructed to re- 
quest the national commission to hand 
over a sum amounting to nearly $20,- 
000, which is 25 per cent of the New 
York club’s’7 profits from. the last 
world’s series, and which is to be di- 
vided among other clubs of the league. 

Class AA Drafts. 


The request of Class AA leagues for 
exemption from the draft rule was re- 
fused, but this . action was taken 
through the national commission. 

There will be another session of the 
board of directors and of the league 
itself tomorrow. 

After Evers left the National league 
meeting tonight he said he believed he 
was entitled personally to any consid- 
eration or benefit the Chicago club 
should gain if he was_ sent to any 
other club. Secretary John Heydler 
of the league, declared the league had 
not agreed to this; that it believed, in 
all fairness to Evers, that he should 
be guaranteed against any loss finan- 
cially by being deposed as manager, 
but that that if no sense could he be 
considered a free agent.

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BEHIND HOME RULE 


Bonar Law Warns the Com- 
mons That Ulster Will 
Fight — Anti-Home Rule 
Amendment Is Defeated. 


London, February 11.—Home rule 
for Ireland again was the subject of 
paramount interest in the house of 
commons today. Sir Edward Carson, 
Ulster unionist leader; David Lloyd- 
George, chancellor of the exchequer; 
Sir John Simon, attorney general; 
John E. Redmond, leader of the Irish 
nationalists, and Andrew Bonar Law, 
leader of the opposition, all made fer- 
vent speeches, and at the conclusion 
of the debate the amendment to the 
reply to the speech from the throne, 
moved yesterday by the unionist, Wal- 
ter Hume Long, “that it would be 
disastrous for the house to proceed 
further with the government for Ire- 
land bill until the measure had been 
submitted to the judgment of the 
country,” was defeated by a vote of 
333 to 255. 

The result of the vote was received 
with loud opposition cheers and 
shouts of “resign!” 

Bonar Law Fears Civil War. 


John Redmond appeared anxious to 
meet the question from a broad view- 
point, with an earnest desire for a 
peaceful settlement. Mr. Bonar Law 
predicted civil war tlie moment home 
rule passed; but urged that the dan- 
ger of civil war could be averted by 
leaving Ulster out of the home rule 
bill or by submitting the bill to the 
people. 

It ever any people in the history of 
the world had the right to resist by 
force the imposition of a form of gov- 
ernment they detested, said the oppo- 
sition leader, the men of Ulster had 
that right In two ways could the 
danger of civil war be averted—by 
leaving Ulster out of the home rule 
bill, or by submitting the bill to the 
judgment of the people. 

David Lloyd-George, chancellor of 
the exchequer, said the next six weeks 
might see a complete change ‘in the 
situation. When parliament was sit- 
ting and men were meeting face to 
face, something might well issue 
which would make a settlement much 
easier, he said. 

The government was prepared, said 
the chancellor, to go to the extreme 
of concession compatible with the 
principles of the bill, but could not 
betray the majority of Irishmen who 
had put their trust in it. 

No Compromise for Ulster. 

Sir Edward Carson. head of the pro- 
Visional government of Ulster, insisted 
that Ulster would accept no compro- 
mise which brought it under the rule 
of a Dublin parliament. 

John Redmond, the Irish nationalist 
leader, replied that the exclusion of 
Ulster never could be the solution of 
the Irish question. 

Sir Edward said he _ inferred from 
Premier Asquith’s statement that the 
exclusion of Ulster from the operation

“If the imperial forces are ordered 
to fire on the Ulstermen, gy? | must 
obey.

If the 
government does it will be the first 
step towards the demoralization of the 
army and navy and will lead to the 
break-up of the empire.”

Memphis Man Hopes His 
Plight Will Be Warning. 
To Be Arraigned Today.

Memphis. Tenn., February 11.—Un- 
less plans made tonight are disar- 
ranged C. Hunter Raine, former presi- 
dent of the wrecked Mercantile bank, 
will be one of half a dozen prisoners 
brought from the county jail to crimi- 
nal ¢ourt tomorrow to enter his formal 
plea to an indictment charging that 
be diverted $788,000 of the bank’s 
funds to his own use. So far as can 
be ascertained Raine has not arranged 
for counsel nor has it been stated 
whether his plea will be other than 
that given at the time of his arraign- 
ment Monday on a bench warrant 
charging embezzlement. when he 
pleaded guilty and urged that he be 
committed to jail. 

Besides embezziement the indictment 
charges _ larceny and fraudulent 
breach oft trust. Friends visited him 
today in a final effort to induce him 
om combat _ a and endeavor to 

rrange or ai endin trial. 
Whether they were suceeastal wes not 
stated. 

Mr. Raine’s only comment when told 
of his indictment was “I am getting 
my lesson. I hope it will be a lesson 
to others.”’ 

Meanwhile the audit of the bank's 
books under the direction of the state 
superintendent of banks is proceeding. 
Definite announcement as to the 
amount of the alleged shortage esti- 
mated by members of the board of di- 
rectors at approximately a million dol- 
lars, will not be made for a number of 
days. 

Certain of the depositors started a 
movement today to present a petition 
in criminal court asking that an 
haustive probe into the affairs of the 
bank be ordered. County Attornev 
General Z. N. Estes gave assurance, 
when the matter was _ informally 
brought to his attention, that his 
office already was engaged in collect- 
ing evidence which, if additional in- 
dictments found warranted, would be 
presented to the grand jury, which will 
reconvene Friday.
